Many  thanks  for  your  grand  letter  I  too  have  been 
trying  for  years  to  get  more  on  my  Howe  line  but  with  little  success, 
it  is  not  long  since  I  got  the  data  of  the  VanOrder  line  and  felt 
quite  thrilled  about  that.
